Noting Prime Minister Nehru’s 
assertion that India would not 
join in if all the rest of the 
world were fighting, Knowland 
said in an interview he doesn’t 
believe India deserves the "sup­ 
port of people trying to build a 
system of collective security.” 
UN 
members, 
he 
said, 
are 
pledged to oppose aggression. 
Humphrey made his proposal 
in a Chapel Hill, N. C., speech 
last night in which he accused 
the 
Eisenhower administration 
of "fumbling and faltering” at a 
time when "the issue of peace 
and war is in the balance” in the 
Far East. 
SUPPORT of India, he said, 
would show this country’s inter­ 
est in Asia. He added that "the 
Nationalist China of today . . . 
is weak and not representative 
of the new Asia.”

senators and one Republican—

THE B I G G E S T W O R D 
Which is the biggest word? 
Immediately that raises another 
question: How are we to judge? 
Is 
the 
m atter 
to be decided 
merely by the number of let­ 
ters? Hardly! For the number of 
letters has no relevancy w hat­ 
ever when one is out searching 
for the biggest word. That is one 
of our gravest errors. We are al­ 
ways bowing down to the great 
god 
immensity. 
We 
ought 
to 
know better; but we keep for­ 
getting The factory that sprawls 
over the most acres; the ship 
that displaces the vastest ton­ 
nage of water; the store that 
has the greatest sales; the movie 
actor who commands the biggest 
salary —these are our objects of 
awe! We foolishly allow size to 
determine significance. 
But when we are out with lan­ 
terns 
looking 
for 
the 
biggest 
word we must not be fooled by 
bulk. 
For 
the 
biggest 
word. j 
judged by the shallow standard 
of the aggregation of letters, is 
one of our smallest words. It is 
that tremendous word—"W hy?” 
No word figures more signifi-; 
cantly in life than that. It is a 
word that humans cannot keep 
from uttering. They start early 
and they keep uttering it 
some­ 
times 
with 
an 
intensity 
that 
tears the heart out —until the 
grave calls. 
“Why” is a quake that opens 
up great gashes in the spirit’* 
earth. 
And 
while 
the 
heart 
pleads for echoes of meaning 
there yawns only a deathly si­ 
lence. In shapes interrogations 
which make the soul ache for 
answers; but to which there is 
no satisfying reply. It is the ve­ 
hicle of speech which the soul 
employ* as it begs for answers 
vvnieh heaven chooses to omit. 
We break ourselves upon th** 
biggest w o rd —unless and until 
we learn the wisdom of faith 
when answers are absent.

And we can find courage also 
in the hope we have that this 
earth is not all. One day that

have traded the realm where we 
“see through a glass darkly” for 
the one where the seeing is “face 
to face.” 
"I shall know why, when time 
is over.

Cincinnatti, April 2 iJPi—Pro­ 
gress toward possible develop­ 
ment of a whole new class of 
“ hypnotic” drugs that would be 
safer to use than strong poten­ 
tially 
habit-forming 
narcotics, 
yet packing plenty of sleep-in­ 
ducing power, was reported to­ 
day to the American Chemical 
Society’s 127th national meeting. 
Dr. Seymour L. Shapiro of the 
U. S. Vitamin Corp., Yonkers, 
N. Y., said promising new leads 
have come from further ex peri­ 
mental 
manipulations 
with 
a 
non - narcotic, 
non - barbiturate 
substance called “ tertiary amyl 
alcohol.” 
He said that particular sub­ 
stance — known 
since 
1890— 
meets some of the requirements 
for science’s long-sought “ ideal” 
hypnotic drug, in that it is non­ 
habit-forming, and doesn’t have 
some of the disagreeable after­ 
effects often associated with use 
of narcotics or barbiturates. 
BUT IT HAD the major draw­ 
back of requiring “ very large 
doses,” he said, and its use has 
virtually been abandoned. 
A few years ago, Shapiro con­ 
tinued. some chemists discovered 
that by replacing one group of 
a|oms in the tertiary amyl alco­ 
hol (TAA) molecule with a dif­ 


ferent group, a compound was 
produced which had “ consider­ 
able hypnotic superiority” over 
the original and relatively few 
side effects. Also, the dose was 
cut considerably. This product is 
now on the market, produced by 
the Shering Corp. 
This led Shapiro and his as­ 
sociates to launch a quest for 
still further confirmations. They 
found that various groups of 
atoms could be substituted—and 
that best results were obtained 
when 
two groups were sub­ 
stituted at the same time. 
Now, said Spariro, they have 
a 
“ versatile” 
group of com­ 
pounds, some of which have a 
wider 
range 
of 
safety 
from 
tox icity at effective treatment 
levels than the original TAA; all 
produce hynotic effects at far 
lower doses and some produce 
“ a more prolonged sleep” in the 
ex perimental animals. 
HE ADDED that some are up 
to three times more powerful 
than the compound first devel­ 
oped from TAA by the Shering 
researchers and produce more 
prolonged sleep. 
But he stressed that all of 
these newer compounds are still 
in the ex perimental stage—tried 
only in animals—and that the 
work of his group w as stimulated 
by the original finding of the 
Shering chemists.

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TIME FOR PREPARATION 
A four-power conference involving the 
United States, Russia, Britain and France 
now seems a virtual certainty. Soviet Pre­ 
mier Bulganin’s approval of the idea sets 
the stage for a meeting some time this 
spring. 
France and Britain evidently will ap­ 
proach such a conference with considerably 
more optimism than the United States, 
which throughout the postwar era has con­ 
sistently maintained a healthier skepticism 
toward Russian actions. 
We imagine that the Kremlin will not 
abandon its efforts to thwart German re­ 
armament and entry into NATO simply 
because France and Germany have now en­ 
dorsed the Paris pacts authorizing those 
steps. We can foresee that Russia might 
try to dangle several attractive carrots 
before the European nations in ex change 
for delay or shelving of German rearma­ 
ment plans. 
Consequently, the West ought to agree 
that any date for a conference be fix ed to 
come after all remaining countries involved 
have ratified the Paris pacts and the Bonn 
government actually has taken its seat on 
the NATO council. 
That much, at least, should be achieved 
before we sit down with the Russians. 
Rearmament, of course, is a matter of 
much more time, and only the barest ad­ 
ministrative preliminaries could conceiv­ 
ably be launched in the nex t few months. 
Beyond setting this condition, the three 
Western participants in a big power meet­ 
ing should plan definitely to assemble prior 
to the fuller conference to seek a firm unity 
of policy among themselves. 
And all three should clearly take ex ­ 
treme pains in preparation. There is utterly 
no ex cuse for any of the three, and partic­ 
ularly for the United States, the acknowl­ 
edged leader of the Western bloc, to enter 
a major top-level parley without the most 
detailed advance study. 
One of the principal lessons of the con­ 
troversial Yalta conference was that when 
close friends do not build a solid front in 
advance, another nation may play one of 
them off against the other. 
A second lesson was that much damage 
can follow from inadequate preparation. 
One does not need to accept the word of 
chronically carping politicians that this 
situation prevailed at Yalta. High-ranking 
diplomats have testified that the United 
States did its homework very badly. 
There is no place at any serious interna­ 
tional meeting for glib, capricious and cas­ 
ual handling of worfd problems, whether 
they be small or large. You do not play a 
friendly game of checkers with other peo­ 
ples’ lives and with national borders. 
If we wait until Germany is within the 
NATO circle, as we must in all good sense, 
then there is plenty of time to get ready for 
the nex t meeting with the Soviet Union. 
We ought to make full use of every minute. 


MOCK BOMB ATTACK 
On J une 15 a mock hydrogen bomb 
attack on 50 American cities will be con­ 
ducted. The cities presumed to be under 
attack will be ex pected to react as they 
would if they were suffering an actual 
onset. 
Federal employes in Washington, 
along with President Eisenhower and other 
high officials of government, will be evacu­ 
ated to safer areas from which the govern­ 
ment might be operated if Washington were 
destroyed. 
This is a grim business but it may point 
up just ex actly what must be done to make 
our civil defense provisions adequate. As 
matters stand now too few people are 
aware of the function of civil defense. The 
mock attack may dramatize the need for 
preparedness and at the same time demon­ 
strate whether or not present civilian de­ 
fense policies are practical. 
The tests will require the intelligent co­ 
operation of all citizens in the areas af­ 
fected. Instructions on what to do and 
what not to do will be available long before 
the test date. It is necessary for all citi­ 
zens to know the rules and follow them. 


‘ Th ese Da ys’

THE PROBLEM OF WAR 
The various stories that hqve recently ap­ 
peared on the subject of our war with Hod China 
have reached their ultimate in setting the date 
of April 15 as the moment of the strike Nobody 
can know for sure when the Red Chinese will try 
to take Matsu or Quemoy or, for that matter, 
Formosa. That they are impelled by their current 
imperialism to challenge the United Sta tes is be­ 
yond doubt because they must establish in Asian 
eyes that they are equal to if not greater than 
the United Sta tes or any other Western power. 
Walter S. Robertson, Assistant Secretary of 
Sta te lor Far Eastern Affairs, once defined the 
Red Chinese in these terms; 
“ . . . We are confronted in Peiping with an 
arrogant, contemptuous regime of hard-core in­ 
ternational 
Coommunists who have 
played 
a 
gangster role in their relations with us and other 
countries. . . . ” 
Unfortunately, harsh words do not win wars. 
And Mr. Robertson s superiors are not altogether 
sure that thev want to win this war or even to 
engage in it. They are thinking of another con­ 
ference, another Yalta perhaps, at which some 
deal can be engineered which will help 19 5o pass 
without a war. They believe that the longer no 
general war occurs, the less chance there is of 
such a war ever occurring. They believe that a 
sta tistica l superiority in arms may save 
the 
world. 
. 
. 
It is difficult to argue over such questions be­ 
cause no one can know 
the correct answers. 
Surely the wars in which the United Sta tes has 
engaged since 19 17 have not produced a victory 
in the sense that what we are told we fought for 
has been achieved. World War I was to have 
made the world safe for a concept roughly de­ 
scribed as democracy. What was really meant 
was representative government, government by 
the choice of the people. 
World War II was in reality an ex tension of 
World War I. It started over Poland. The Hitler- 
Stalin Alliance, with a division of the world be­ 
tween Germany and Russia in accordance with 
the Ribbentrop-Molotov Pact, generated a war­ 
like atmosphere even though the treaties were 
secret. This was forgotten and for it was substi­ 
tuted the Atlantic Charter and the Four Free­ 
doms. Thev were forgotten when Soviet Russia 
and the United Sta tes became allies. In their 
place came ‘ The Grand D esign” a theory that by 
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Washington 


compassionate conduct, by generous gifts, by ap­ 
peasements, bv giving to the Russian additional 
souls. Stalin would cease to be a brutal Marx ist 
and become a good Christian instead This is the 
period of Teheran and Yalta; at these confer­ 
ences the United Sta tes made the greatest his­ 
toric errors in all its story. It became enmeshed 
in a permanent war.

A second factor which defeats breast feeding 
is the present custom of discharging mothers from 
the hospital five or six days after their baby is 
born. Rarely have the problems of breast feeding 
been cleared 
up within this time with the result 
that she has 
to try to solve them herself — at 
home. Also, having to take up the household 
duties plus concern over her infant’s welfare is 
not encouraging to , milk secretion. ‘The all too 
frequent result, often on the advice of her physi­ 
cian. is to abandon the bYeast in favor of the 
bottle.” 
It is felt that the first requirement to encour­ 
age breast feeding is to prepare for it during the 
latter months of pregnancy by toughening the 
nipples by some simple process such as massaging 
with a rough towel. After birth every precaution 
should be taken to avoid sore nipples, since this 
is a common cause of 
failure to produce 
milk. 
Sometimes it 
is necessary to relieve an overfull 
breast by gentle manipulation or with a breast 
pump. Although these are simple measures, they 
require the sympathetic advice of both physician 
and nursing staff and too often this is not avail­ 
able in a busy hospital.

The \grious stories that hgve recently^ ap­ 
pealed on the subject of our war with Hod China 
have reached their ultim ate in setting the dale 
of April 15 as the moment of the strike Nobody 
can know for sure when the Red Chinese will try 
to take Matsu or Quemoy or, for that matter. 
Formosa. That they are impelled by their current 
imperialism to challenge the United States is be­ 
yond doubt because they must establish in Asian 
eyes that they are equal to if not greater than 
the United States or any other W estern power. 
W alter S. Robertson, Assistant Secretary of 
State tor Far Kastern Affairs, once defined the 
Red Chinese in these terms: 
**. . . We are confronted in Peiping with an 
arrogant, contemptuous regime of hard-core in­ 
ternational 
Coommunists 
who 
have

gangster role in their relations with us and other 
countries. . . . ” 
Unfortunately, harsh words do not win wars. 
And Mr. Robertson s superiors are not altogether 
sure that they want to win this war or even to 
engage in it. They are thinking of another con­ 
ference, another Yalta perhaps, at which_som e 
deal can be engineered which will help 1955 pass 
without a war. They believe that the longer no 
general war occurs, the less chance there is of 
such a war ever occurring. They believe that a 
statistical 
superiority 
in arms may save 
the 
world. 
It is difficult to argue over such questions be­ 
cause no one can know 
the correct answers. 
Surely the wars in which the United States has 
engaged since 1917 have not produced a victory 
in the sense that what we are told we fought for 
has been achieved. World War I was to have 
made the world safe for a concept roughly de­ 
scribed as democracy. What was really meant 
was representative government, government by 
the choice of the people. 
World War II was in reality an extension of 
World War I. It started over Poland. The Hitler- | 
Stalin Alliance, with a division of the world be- j 
tween Germany and Russia in accordance with 
the Ribbentrop-Molotov Pact, generated a war- j 
like atmosphere even though the treaties were 
secret. This was forgotten and for it was su b sti-I 
tuted the Atlantic O iarter and the Four Free­ 
doms. They were forgotten when Soviet Russia 
and the United States became allies. In their 
place came “The Grand Design." a theory that by 
compassionate conduct, by generous gifts, by ap­ 
peasements, by giving to the Russian additional 
souls. Stalin would cease to be a brutal Marxist 
and become a good Christian instead This is the 
period of Teheran and Yalta; at these confer­ 
ences the United States made the greatest his­ 
toric errors in all its story. It became enmeshed 
in a permanent war. 
Yalta might not have been such a severe blow 
to our country were it not that, in 1946 General 
George Marshall was sent to China to effect a 
compromise and coalition between the Marxists 
and the Nationalists, between Mao Tze-tung and 
Chiang Kai-shek, as though they were Republi­ 
cans and D em onats. By the use of the device of 
the "long truce.” the Chinese Communists, assist­ 
ed by the Russians, armed by the remains of the 
munitions of the Japanese Kwantung Ai my. took 
control of China after the United States effec­ 
tively disarmed the Nationalists.

ministrative preliminaries could conceiv­ 
ably be launched in the next few months. 
Beyond .setting this condition, the three 
Western participants in a big power meet­ 
ing should plan definitely to assemble prior 
to the fuller conference to seek a firm unity 
of policy among themselves. 
And all three should clearly take ex­ 
treme pains in preparation. There is utterly 
no excuse for any of the three, and partic­ 
ularly for the United States, the acknowl­ 
edged leader of the W’estern bloc, to enter 
a major top-level parley without the most 
detailed advance study. 
One of the principal lessons of the con­ 
troversial Yalta conference was that when 
close friends do not build a solid front in 
advance, another nation may play one of 
them off against the other. 
A second lesson was that much damage 
can follow from inadequate preparation. 
One does not need to accept the word of 
chronically carping politicians that this 
situation prevailed at Yalta. High-ranking 
diplomats have testified that the United 
States did its homework very badly. 
There is no place at any serious interna 
tional meeting for glib, capricious and cas 
na I handling of worfd problems, whether 
they bo small or large. You do not play a 
friendly game of checkers with other peo­ 
ples’ lives and with national borders. 
If we wait until Germany is within the 
NATO circle, as we must in all good sense, 
then there is plenty of time to get ready for 
the next meeting with the Soviet Union. 
We ought to make full use of every minute. 


MOCK BOMB ATTACK 
On June 15 a mock hydrogen bomb 
attack on 50 American cities will be con 
ducted. The cities presumed to be under 
attack will be expected to react as they 
would if they were suffering an actual 
onset. 
Federal employes in Washington, 
along with President Eisenhower and other 
high officials of government, w ill be evacu­ 
ated to safer areas from which the govern 
mont might be operated if Washington were 
destroyed. 
This is a grim business but it may point 
up just exactly w hat must be done to make 
our civil defense provisions adequate. As 
matters stand now too few- people are 
aware of the function of civil defense. The 
mock attack may dramatize the need for 
preparedness and at the same time demon 
strate whether or not present civilian de 
tense policies are practical. 
The tests will require the intelligent co­ 
operation of all citizens in the areas af­ 
fected. 
Instructions on what to do and 
what not to do will be available long before 
the test date. It is necessary for all citi­ 
zens to know the lilies and follow' them.

is the present custom of discharging mothers from her Allahcn home, 
the hospital five or six days after their baby is 
born. Rarely have the problems of breast feeding 
been cleared up within this time with the result 
that she has to try to solve them herself — at 
home. Also, having to take up the household 
duties plus concern over her infant’s welfare is 
not encouraging t o ,milk secretion. “The all too 
frequent result, often on the advice of her physi­ 
cian. is to abandon the breast in favor of the 
bottle.** 
It is felt that the first requirement to encour­ 
age breast feeding is to prepare for it during the 
latter months of pregnancy by toughening the 
nipples by some simple process such as massaging 
with a rough towel. After birth every precaution 
should be taken to avoid sore nipples, since this 
is a common cause of failure to produce milk. 
Sometimes it is necessary to relieve an overfull 
breast bv gentle manipulation or with a breast 
pump. Although these are simple measures, they 
require the sympathetic advice of both physician 
and nursing staff and too often this is not avail­ 
able in a busy hospital. 
Although many of the previous arguments as 
to the superiority of human milk over other sub­ 
stitutes no longer hold with the improvement of 
these substitutes, it still seems to bo true that, 
generally speaking, “breast-led babies in the early 
weeks of life nm a smoother course than do their 
bottle-fed brothers and sisters.”

to Newburgh. Port Ewen is 18 0, 
feet above the Hudson river. It 
was named in honor of President 
John Ewen of the coal com pany ; 
and has been known by that j 
name ever since. In 18 30, town 
meetings weer held in a tavern 
about two miles south of Port J 
Ewen. The tavern was owned by 
Widow Gitty Ellsworth who had 
a tavern license. Going back fur­ 
ther y et, to 18 13, the first m eet­ 
ing was held at a tavern house 
owned by Tjerck F. Terpenning, 
south of Ulster Park, near the 
Reformed Church. This contin­ 
ued to be the place of election, 
perhaps without a break until 
18 33. 
The early settlers called that 
part of land Kly ne Esopus, and 
settlers were mostly of Dutch 
extraction with such names as 
Sleights, 
Velies, 
Houghtalings, 
V’an Akens, Ellsw’orths, W’iests,

were from a small nation but 
had a strong and good influence 
on every community they found­ 
ed.

Port Ewen takes me back in 
memory to when Mr. Card, the 
pharmacist, ran his store, when 
my father used to buy candy 
for me in Crook’s store and 
when my grandfather bought his 
meat at Houghtalings. I remem­

M arket 
before

ow’ned it. I wonder how many 
folks remember Elizabeth Win­ 
field who owned the property j 
corner Main and the 9 W where 
the garage is today . She wras 
a good friend of my grandpar­ 
ents and taught me to crochet.

woman and we enjoy ed the ride 
as we talked about many things. 
I think it used to take us about 
15 or 20 minutes to go by horse 
and buggy from the Skilly pot 
up to my grandparent’s place in 
Port Ewen on East Main street 
at the time. 
I wonder how’ many folks re­ 
member swimming at Tucker’s 
Beach. When I later spent my 
summers in the bungalow’ at my 
grandmother’s place the Ralph 
Bradfords lived downstairs and 
often Mae Bradford and her lit­ 
tle girl, Norma, used to spend 
hot summer afternoons at Tuck­ 
er’s. Mae and the w riter had 
long hair and walking back up 
the hill to our house, our hair 
used to dry . The Bradfords now 
have a store at Eddy ville. After 
that I usually spent the rest of 
the day in the hammock just re­ 
laxing and looking at the Hud­ 
son river.

The point where a law n meets

The point where a lawn meets 
a driveway is usually a pretty j 
unfortunate one in so far as looks 
are concerned because the aver­ 
age driver can no more keep a 
car on a drive than he can fly.

A bill sponsored by Sen. Ar­ 
thur H. Wicks to give a 
tax 
break to privately owned bus 
companies has been approved by 
both houses of the State Legis­ 
lature. 
By exempting such companies 
from the state’s two-per-cent 
tax on gross income the carriers 
would be saved approximately 
two million dollars annually.
